Lots JO,,31? 2S, and 22 of the N. A. Ladd Addition was read and referred to the City Manager

to have an ordinance prepared extending the corporate boundaries to Include this and

other property.

The hearing on the proposal of the Olty Council to zone as Residence "A*1 District

and First Height and Area District all property taken Into the olty limits by ordinance

passed March 7, 1925, exclusive of the property owned by the State' of Texas, was opened.

No one appearing to offer any objections to the proposal, the City Attorney was

Instructed to prepare the ordinance*

Councilman Wolf Introduced the following ordinance1

ING THE HEIGHT, NUMBER OF STORIES AND SIZE OF BUILDINGS
AND OTHER STRUCTURES, THE PERCENTAGE OF LOT THAT MAY BE
OCCUPIED, THE SIZE OF YARDS, COURTS AND OTHER OPEN
SPACES, THE DENSITY OF POPULATION, THE LOCATION AND USE
OF- BUILDINGS, STRUCTURES AND LAND FOR TRADE INDUSTRY,
RESIDENCES AND OTHER PURPOSES; AND DIVIDING THE CITY
OF AUSTIN INTO DISTRICTS OR ZONES, AND REGULATING AND
DISTRICTING THE ERECTION, CONSTRUCTION, RECONSTRUCTION,
ALTERATION, REPAIR AND USE OF BUILDINGS, STRUCTURES OR
LAND WITHIN SUCH DISTRICTS OR ZONES; AND PROVIDING
UNIFORM REGULATIONS FOR THE SEVERAL CLASSES AND KINDS OF
BUILDINGS OR STRUCTURES AND USES WITHIN THE DISTRICTS OR
ZONES; AND ADOPTING TWO ZONING MAPS, DISCLOSING RESPECT-
IVELY THE SEVERAL USE DISTRICTS AND THE -SEVERAL HEIGHT
AND AREA DISTRICTS, AND THE RESTRICTIONS AND LIMITATIONS
AND PROVISIONS APPLICABLE TO SUCH DISTRICTS; AND PROVID-
ING FOR A BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT AND DEFINING THEJ PQY/ERS
OF SAME; AND PROVIDING CERTAIN PENALTIES ANP REMEDIES;
AND DECLARING AN EMERGENCY. "

Councilman Glllls offered the following resolution!

WHEREAS, Texas Public Service Company has presented to the C.lty Council tentative

maps or plane showing the proposed construction of its gas mains In the streets In the

City of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans have been considered by the City

Council; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Texas Public Service Company be and the same la hereby permitted to lay and

construct Its gas mains In and upon the following streets:



(1) A gas main In NOHWALK LANE from Enfleld Road south 900 feet, the oenterllne of
which gas main shall be IS feet west of and parallel to the east line of Nor walk Lane.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than S& feet.

' (2) A gas main In WOODLAND AVENUE from Kenwood Avenue west 120 feet, the oenterllne
of which gas main shall be 22 feet south of and parallel to the north line of Woodland
Avenue*

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2$ feet.

(3) A gas main In RAINBOW BEND from "A" Lane west 160 feet, the oenterllne of which
gas main shall be 25 feet south of and parallel to the north line of Rainbow Bend.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2£ feet*

The Texas Public Service Company la hereby put upon notice that the City of Austin

does not guarantee that the space assigned above Is clear from other underground utilities,

but Is based upon the best records we have at hand, and that the minimum depth stated doea

not have any reference to the fact that greater depths may net be required at special

points. When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite Information upon the

ground as to elevations or working points from which to base the location of their assign-

ments, they shall apply to the City Engineering Department not lees than three (?) days

before such information is required. The Texas Public Service Company is further put upon

notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of any

underground utility damaged during the construction of lines named in this resolution*

AND THAT whenever pavement is out In the vicinity of a fire plug, water must be used

at Intervale during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gag mains, Including the excavation in the streets

and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said mains have been laid, shall

be under the supervision and direction of the City Manager, and under all the pertinent

terms and conditions cf the certain franchise granted to said Company by the City of

Austin*

WHEREAS, S. L. Slaughter, owner of Lot 9 and part of Lot 10, Block 55, of Christian

and Fellman Addition within the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, v/hloh property abuts

the west side of Oldham Street north of 2*Kth Street, and being locally known as £402 Oldham

Street, has requested the City Oounoll of the City of Austin to grant permission to con-

struct a flagstone walk from the ourb line to the property line on the west side of Oldham

Street at the above described property; and

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Austin has Investigated and approved the

A resolution from Travis Post #76, American Legion, expressing appreciation for

the cooperation given their organization by the City officials, City Manager, and City

employees in staging their Fourth of July celebration at Zllker Park and Barton Springs,

was read.
